Other Contenders in American League Pen-
nant Race Must Dépend Upon
New Players.

NEW YORK, January 8.—With the ex-|
ception of a noble but ill-advised few,
wheo figure not upon actual performances
on the playing fleld. but upon the possi-
bility of an Athletic blow-up, players and
critics iIn both major circuits bank upon
the mauling Mackmen to Win their third
successive champlonship.

The dissenters, prominent among whom
is George Mullin, hang their hopes of an
upset upon the outside chance that the
Athletics, like the old Boston Americans
apd the more recent Cubs, will go to
pleces between seasons; that the pitching
staff that held the mightiest batsmen in
the Nationa!

Banking on Experiments.

Carefyl dopesters, however, rate the
world’'s chamgs as almost certain repeat-
ers. They figure the fight for second and
third places §s the only argument likaly
to erise during the next campaign.

Detroit, Chicago, Boston and Cleve-
land have aiready claimed the runner-up
position—the Tigers because of expected
improvement in their infleld play and in
the pitching staff; Chicago partly because
of an all-around bolstering and partly
because Jimmy Callahan has succeeded
Hugh as manager of the Knights
of the Pallld Hose.

The probability that Lena Blackburne
will return in some sort of shape to
make a stab at earning his purchase price
is a contributing factor, but Chicago, like
Cleveland and Boston, hopes for higher
rating next season chiefly because a new
men will direct her diamond battles.

| 575,000 OFFER FOR

NOVELTY AND ZEUS

Daniel M. Gant, British Turf-
man, Sends McDonald to
Buy Crack. Racers.

NEW YORK, January 10.—-It  was
learned yesterday afternoon that the
offers to buy Novelty and Zeus from the
millionaire manufacturer, Charlés Kohlaer,
came from Daniel M. Gant of England,
who is represented here by George Mc-
Donald. Twelve thousand five hundred
dollars was offered for Zeus and the same
amount for the winner of the Futurity
stakes, b

Mr. McDonald, who was formerly man-
ager for the crack English boxer, Matt
Wells, was seen at the Hotel Metropole
yesterday. He was, of ‘course, 'disap-
pointed in not securing the colts, for
which he had crossed the ocean. This is
the second trip that Mr, McDonald has’
made to this country in an endeavor to
purchase Novelty and Zeus. Early In
September last McDonald errived here to
look over the Hildreth horses and attend
the auction sale of America's leading
stable at the Sheepshead Bay paddocks.
Bidding on the first two horses offered
was unsatisfactory, and Mr. Hildreth
called the sale off.

Mr. Gant's representative had, how-
ever, an opportunity to examine the colts
he sought, and he was so impressed with
their conformation, breeding and per-
formances that he induced his employer
to try to purchase the horses from Mr.
Kohler.

Representative Sees Kohler Horses.

McDonald visited the course of the
Coney Island Jockey Club a few days ago
and complimented Trainer Leary on the
appearance of the horses in the stable.
He considers Zeus one of the best indi-
viduals he ever saw, and sald he would
run all day on the turf courses of Great

Britain.

Adam, sire of Zeus, is, in the opinion
of McDonald, one of the greatest horses
ever foaled. On the maternal side Ze.s
traces to an especlally good racing fam-
jly, and when he is through carrying
silks will prove a particularly desirable
horse in the stud.

Another trial was ordered and Ceobb
was closely watched. The Georgian was
putting forth his best effort in sprinting
from the plate to first, but again four
men beat his time. .

A third trial showed Cobb unable -to

beat his previous efforts. What was the
‘conclusion? The only natural thing under
the conditions—Cobb was losing his 313«!:
he could no longer sprint as he did in
other years; he was going back.
. Big sensation! Stories spread over the
entire country that Cobb’s star was set-
ting. He could no longer show his bril-
llant flashes of speed and his legs were
giving way. The stories continued and
they were tacking ‘30" on Ty's career.

Cobb sald nothing. He took it all calm-
ly and silently. He did not try to de-
fend himself, only smiled. Quite unusual
for Tyrus, and it was the only weak spot
in the entire plot, but the fellows who
were spreading the rumors could not be
deterred; they were certain.

A few days before the tralning trip
ended Ty announced that he would show
as much speed as he ever showed in the
afternoon game. Golng into  detalls
Cobb explained that he thought the mat-
ter of training over during the winter
months and decided on an original way to
increase his speed. He had a pair of
heavy shoes made. He also  adjusted
strips of metal to the soles of the shoes,
adding nicely to the weight. Cobb cal-
culated that the weight would strengthen
the muscles of his legs. Training with
those heavy shoes should harden the
muscles and would better equip him for
the p season. After accustomin
himself‘to the weight Cobb would substi-
tute light shoes and, according to his
way of figuring, he would be able to run
faster than before. ]

The exhibition that Cobb gave that af-
terncon will long be remembered. He
pulled off nearly a dozen different stunts
on the bases. He. ran like a scared deer.
He caused general upsets on the infield.
Cobb was himself again, as brilllant a
performer on the base paths as ever and
he looked evep better that aftermoon
after the blanket had been removed.
Cobb’s record of stolen bases in 1911 and
his various feats on the bases can be
taken as proof that he did not go back
nor slow up in the least.

Outside of securing an Immense amount
of publicity out of the stunt, Tyrus re-
ceived invaluable training. Had he an-
nounced his - plan -of procedure in pre-
paring himself for the season he would
not have received half thc publicity that
he got by cloaking it in mystery.

There can be nio assurances given that

That team went to pieces the following
year, but showed again In 1907, only to
fail absolutely in the campaign of 1908.
But Mack had a nucleus and was fortu-
nate enough to pick up some young stars,
and by 1910 his team became one of the
strongest in the history of base ball. It

is hardly to be hoped that Griffith will
be able to pick up a Collins or a Baker,
but he should, in course of time, be able
to present a stronger line-up than has
ever represented this city before.

The assertion that there are several
men on the Detroit team who can
Ty Cobb a hundred yards is perhaps
correct and yet Cobb makes these same
plavers look like cart horses when it
comes to running-the bases. Cobb’s sue-
cess lies in the fact that he uses
judgment on the bases, and furthermers
it is a fact which experts have observed
that Cobb has as much speed in his first
stép as he has in his last.
